WIFE, FATALLY WOUNDED, WAS 
ABOUT TO BECOME MOTHER 


Eighty-Year-Old Mrs. J. E. Rob- 
ertson, Mother of Dead Man, 
Not Expected to Survive the 
Shock—Pitts Known to Have 
Mania for Gunplay While 
Intoxicated. 


Gainesville, Ga., April 28.—(Specia].) 
Lying helpless in beg in the expect- 
ance of the advent of a child, Mrs. 
Maud Pitts, wife of John Pitts, a coal 
dealer of this city, was mortally 
wounded by her husband, who imme- 
diately after shooting his wife, killed 
himself, while his 80-year-old mother 
barely escaped death from wild bullets. 

Pitts died instantly. Two of the 
three bullets he fired at himself pierc- 
ed the heart, while the other entered 
th sprain, just over the right temple. 
Mrs. Pitts is expected to die at any 
moment, having been shot in the ab- 
domen. But little hope is helg for the 
recovery of Mrs. J. E. Robertson, the 


dead man's mother, who is in a crit- 


‘jcal condition as a result of the shock.

Pitts is alleged to have been drink- 
ing prior to the shooting, and went 
to his home shortly before 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning. His wife. mother 
and daughter had retired, but Mrs. 
Pitts was awakened by his arrival. 
Detecting the odor of whisky on her 
husband's breath, she questioned him 
about how much he had drunk. 

Shoots His Wife. 

“Il have only had two drinks, dear,” 
Pitts answeredgweagndg according to his 
wife's statemer immediately drew his 
pistol, aiming ¢ deliberately at her. 
Knowing her husband's mania for gun 
play while drinking, Mrs. Pitts 
dered him to put*iown the pistol and 


go to bed, whereupon he began firing. | 


Two shots were fireqd at Mrs. Pitts, 
the second one striking her in the ab- 
domen, and the other going wild, bare- 
ly missing her daughter. At the first 
shot she ran screaming from the room 
and to the street. 

Mrs. HRobertson, lying in bed, unable 
to rise on account of a broken leg, 
reached out her arms to grapple with 
her son, who was firing wildly at ran- 
dom through the room. After empty- 
ing the first round of cartridges, Pitis 
reloaded the gun calmly and fireg two 


the brain. 

After shooting himself, Pitts stag- 
gered to the door, falling on the side- 
walk, where his body was removed 
about 4 o’clock by Coroner Stowe. Hig 
mother fainted at the sight of her 
son's suicide, ang her condition this 
afternoon is critical. 

Pitts was known as a desperate man 
while drinking, and his mania for gun 
play was characteristic of his drunken 
wildness. Not ten days ago he ap- 
peared at gs home while drinking, 
and, sittinggeon the bed beside his 
injured mother, emptieg his revolver 
at the adjoining wall. Residents of 
the section in which he lived stated 
Sunday morning that Pitts disturbed 
the neighborhood about midnight with 
several random shots into the air, fired 
on his way home. 

Wife Tells Story. 

Mrs. Pitts was confined to her bed 
Saturday in the expectance of the ar- 
rival of a child. 
looking woman and, although fatally 
wounded, is able to talk, giving a 
clear-cut version of the tragedy. 

“When John pulled his pistol,’’ she 
eaid, “I wasn’t so frightened, for I 


knew his pecullarities while drinking. 


I told him to put it down and get to 
bed. He stared at me with the wildest 
expression in his eyes for ‘a moment, 
then deliberately aimed the gun at 
me and began firing.

Roosevelt Accused of Falsehood 
About Harvester Trust 


Taft Says Statement He, While 
War Secretary, Attended Cab- 
inet Meeting and Approved 
Roosevelt’s Non-Action in 
Harvester Trust Case, False. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—Presi- 


dent Taft, before leaving the white 
house today for his return to Massa- 
ohusetts, issued a personal statement, 
denying Colonel] Roosevelt's allegation 
that he, while secretary of war, had at 
a cabinet meeting approved Mr. Roose- 
velt's decision not to immediately pros- 
ecute the International Harvester Com- 
pany. 

President Taft’s statement says he 
never heard the International Harvest- 
er Company discussed at any cabinet 
meeting and that the records of the 
war department will show that he 
was out of the country when the incl- 
dent referred to by the colonel oc- 
curred, 

President Taft's Statement. 

The following personal statement 
of the president was issued from the 
white house this evening: 

“Mr. Roosevelt, in his speech at 
Worcester, as reported by the public 
press, referring to the harvéster trust, 


said: 
‘*AS a

“T am able to say the same 
So far as my recollection goes, I never 
heard the harvester trust matter men- 
tioned in any cabinet meeting that I 
attended; and I cannot be mistaken in 
the statement that I never saw or 
knew of Mr. Herbert Knox Smith's let- 
ter of September 21, to the preside nt, 
until after my administration had be- 
gun and the time when the question of 
the prosecution came up in 1910 or 
1911. And I never saw or read the let- 
ter until about tw® months ago. 

“This correspondence shows that the 
subject matter of the prosecution of 
the Internationa] Harvester Company 
came before President Roosevelt Aug. 
2, 1907, which Is the date of his letter 
to Attorney General Bonaparte: that 
Mr. Herbert Inox Smith’s letter dis- 
eussing the question and advising 
against suit, was dated Sept. 21, 1907: 
and that Mr. Smith's letter was for- 
warded by direction of President 
Roosevelt, under date of September 24. 
to the attorney general, With direction 
to the, attorney general to erin 
letter to the president that wee to 
talk over the matter. 

The official records show that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt left Washington in 
June, 1907, for Oyster Bay and returned 
from Oyster Bay to Washington on 
September 24; that on September 
he left Washington for a trip 
the Missisippi river, returning 
Washington on October 23, 1907;

= JAUTO BANDITS DIE 
AFTER BATTLING 
FOR FIVE HOURS 


Paris Police and Military Force 
Used to Conquer Men Who 
Terrorized France 


DYNAMITE WAS THROWN 
AT REFUGE OF BANDITS 


The Motor Car Terror Barri- 
caded Themselves in Garage 
and Defied Police and Sol- 
diers—10,000 Parisians Wit- 
nessed the Fight Between 
Robbers and the Police.

Paris, April 28.—Bonnot, leader of ah 
organized gang of automobile bandits, 
who have terrorizing Paris and 
the surrounding district for months 
pagt, and Dubois, a notorious anarchist, 
were shot to death today, in the most 
thrilling encounter in the annals of 
French crime. 

A Garage at 


been 


Choisy-le-Roi, 6 miles 
south of Paris, in which the bandits 
had taken refuge, was blown up by 
dynamite, after these two men had 
kept at bay for five hours a large part 
of the police force of Paris, a contin- 
gent of gendarmes, two companies of 
republican guards and a company of 
engineers. Ten thousand spectators 
viewed the battle from points of vant- 
age. 

Today's engagement equaled in dra- 
matic circumstances the encounter in 
January, 1911, described as “the battle 
of London,” when desperadoes sus- 
pected of being the murderers of police 
in Hounds Ditch, were trapped in a 
house In the White Chapel district, and 
went to their death battling against 
hundreds of London police and soldiers. 

Trapped in the Garage. 

Bonnot and Dubois, after wounding 
two policemen today, took refuge in 
the garage. They were trapped in the 
building, which was at once surround- 
ed. Reinforcements were dispatched... 
aid the police, 

A battery of artillery was on the 
way from Versailles when a small de- 
tachment of soldiers placed dynamite 
against the structure and blew oa the 
front wall. 

Bonnot was captured alive. He was 
riddled with bullets, and died on the 
way to a hospital. The great crowd 
that had gathered with cries of “death 
to Bonnot” almost tore the bandit from 
the soldiers, several of whom were in- 
jured. 

Parisians, particularly automobilists, 
have been in a state of terror because 
of the reckless crimes of the automo- 
bile bandits, which reached a climax 
in the murder of Assistant Superin- 
tendent Jouin, of the detective depart- 
ment, and the wounding of Chief In- 
spector Colmar by Bonnot on the morn- 
ing of April 24. The government then 
ordered all the available police to hunt 
the assassins day and night. 

A Hall of Bullets. 

At 7 o'clock this morning M. Guich- 
ard, superintendent of detectives, 
tracked Bonnot to the isolated garage 
at Choisey-le-Roi. As Guichard and his 
men approached, a bandit, who proveg 
to be DuBois, was preparing to mount 
a motorcycle. He answered the sum- 
mons to surrender by opening fire; 
while he retreated to the garage. At 
the same moment there was a hall of 
bullets from a window, and two detec- 
tives fellone with two bullets in his 
abdomen. It was "'SBonnot shooting 
from the first floor. 

The detectives retired, and a general 
alarm was sent out. Police, gendarmes 
and all classes of people came quickly. 
They were armed with muskets and > 
revolvers, and directed hundreds of 
bullets at the garage, from which came 
a steady rain of lead in reply. 

M. lePine, prefect of Paris, was im- 
mediately notified, and he telephoned 
instructions to the police to do nothing 
until he. arrived.

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“PEOPLE AT FAULT 
IN TITANIC LOSS” 


Rev. Dean Ellenwood Places 
the Blame for Great 
Sea Accident. ;, 


The blame for the recent great sea 
disaster in Which sixteen hundred 
passengers of the Titanic lost their 
lives Was placed yesterday at the 
doors of the general public by Rev. EK. 
Dean Lilenwood, pastor of the First 
Universalist church. In his sermon he 
showed that the White Star line ship 
was merely unfortunate, and that many 
Other ships are taking just as many 
chances, because “we, the public, who 
create and constitute public opinion, 
permit it to be go.” 

He took as his theme, “Was God in 
the Sinking of the Titanic?” and, in 
part, he said: 

“While I believe it is neither judicial 
nor weoURhiLui to charge God with the 
commission of this frightful blunder, 
heither i8 it entirely scientific, and 
therefore truly religious, to declare 
that “God had nothing to do with the 
sinking of the Titanic.’ 

“God certainly was in the sinking of 
the Titanic. His was the law whose 
absolute faithfulness of operation sent 
Spiendia Bpecimen of Man's crea- 
tive genius to the bottom of old ocean, 
lreignted with so many hundred pre- 
cious huiman lives. But let us not for- 
get that the same law which caused 
the destruction of the Titanic had 
enabled it to proceed in safety on [ts 
course until the very Moment if the 
fatal collision with the iceberg. and it 
is the same law which makes possible 
the safe transportation every year of 
thousands of human beings across the 
ocean's trackless wastes. 

“Nor will it do for us 
it Was man’s greed and carelessness, 
man’s choice of dividends rather than 
the safeguarding of human lives, which 
Sent the vessel, inadequately equipped 
and impertectiy handled on its voyage 
of death, and that, therefore, ‘God had 
nothing to do with the sinking of the 
Titanic.” My thought of God is that 
which was evidently the thought and 
the faith of Jesus when He said. ‘Our 
Father who art in heaven.’ Or, if one 
lliay prefer the words of the man of 
lence, it is as ‘the infinite and eternal 
ergy from which all things proceed,’ 
that 1a think God, and of man as 
His cuild. Man has no existence apart 
from and independent of the existence 
Or GOud, and tnerefore | cannot think 
of any sin or negligence on the part 
of man which is not the source of sor- 
row and suffering in the heart of God. 

“Let us, with humility and in peni- 
tence, acknowledge that the sin of the 
managers of the White Star Steamship 
Company is our sin. For the negli- 
gence, the apparently reckless disre- 
gard for even ordinary precautions for 
safety, which have for the moment 
brought down upon the heads of this 
luckless transportation company the 
maledictions and execrations of an 
indignant and outraged but thought- 
less public, have been and are being 
constantly duplicated by all of the 
other great transportation companies, 
operating on land as well as water. 
And why? Simply because we, the 
public, who create and constitute pub- 
lic opinion, permit it to be so.”

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TARIFF DEBATE

Democratic Measures Sent 
Over by the House to 
Be Taken Up. 


Washington, April 28.—Tariff discus- 
sfon in the senate will begin this week 
after prolonged hearings in the finance 
committee over the various democratic 
measures sent over by the house. Sen+ 
ator Cummins, of Iowa, will introduce 
tomorrow the bill which he has draft- 
ed to make a sharp reduction in the 
iron and steel schedule of the tariff 
law. He will speak on it Wednes- 
day. Democrats and some of the pro- 
gressive republicans expect they may 
reach some common groynd on the 
basis of this bill with a view to forc- 
ing revision legislation through the 
senate. Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, is in charge of the house bill 
and expects to call it up Tuesday. 

Tomorrow the postoffice appropria- 
tion will, one of the heaviest of the 
supply measures, probably will be pags- 
ed in the house, 

The bill for direct popular election 
of United States senators, already pass- 
eq by the house but amended in the 
senate to provide for federal super- 
vision, may be brought up in the 
house tomorrow on a motion of the 
house conferees to accept the senate 
amendment. This, if adopted, would 
mean the enactment of the law. The 
conferees had been deadlocked on the 
senate amendment for months. 

The senate committee on commerce 
and the house committee on merchant 
marine are considering measures de- 
Signed to insure the safety of ocean 
traffic in the light of the Titanic dis- 
aster. The senate committee, proba- 
bly this week, will recommend a bill 
to require two wireless telegraph Op- 
erators on all ocean passenger craft 
of more than 5,000 tons. Many meas- 
ures affecting regulation of ocean traf- 
fic have been introduced in both houses 
and pressure is being brought to bear 
from outside to expedite legislation to 
remedy the conditions discloseg by the

Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, is in charge of the house bill 
and expects to call it up Tuesday. 

Tomorrow the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill, one of the heaviest of the 
supply measures, probably will be pags- 
ed in the house, 

The bill for direct popular election 
of United States senators, already pass- 
eq by the house but amended in the 
senate to provide for federal super- 
vision, may be brought up in the 
house tomorrow on a motion of the 
house conferees to accept the senate 
amendment. This, if adopted, would 
mean the enactment of the law. The 
conferees had been deadlocked on the 
senate amendment for months. 

The senate committee on commerce 
and the house committee on merchant 
marine are considering measures de- 
signed to insure the safety of ocean 
traffic in the light of the Titanic dis- 
aster. The senate committee, proba- 
bly this week, will recommend a bill 
to require two wireless telegraph op- 
erators on all ocean passenger craft 
of more than 5,000 tons. Many meas- 
ures affecting regulation of ocean traf- 
fic have been introduced in both houses 
and pressure is being brought to bear 
from outside to expedite legislation to 
remedy the conditions discloseg by the 
Titanic disaster, 

The rivers and harbors appropria- 
tion bill, amended from its house form, 
will be ready to report to the senate 
probably this week.

Save the Stands of Corn and Cotton. 

I have often endeavored to impress, 
the minds of young farmers with the 
supreme importance of securing and 
then maintaining good stands—a full| 
complement of plants properly spaced. | 
I was reading in an experiment-station 
bulletin the other day an account of! 
an experiment in which two stalks of 
corn in a hill gave better results than! 
one stalk in a hill, 
the hills being the same in each case. 
The conclusion reached by the experi- 
menter Wag that two stalks in a hill; 
would produce more corn 
stalk in a place. I was rather of the 
opinion that the experiment simply 
proved—not that two plants in a place 
would give better results than one 
ir a place—but that one plant 
place at the distance stated did no 
give plants enough per acre. Experi- 
ments carefully conducted have indi- 
cated that two plants in a hill are not 
desirable. In other words, if two 
plants in a hill—say three feet be- 
tween hills—yield more than one plant 
in a hill the same distance apart, then 
one pliant in a hill every eighteen

ning yard of row will give the proper 
number of plants per acre, it would be 
much better to separate the single 
plants by only eighteen inches. 

It is equally important that cotton 
should be properly spaced and a sin- 
gie stalk left in a place, so that there 
shall be the proper number of plants 
per acre. 

I have often said, and I repeat it 
again, that an imperfect stand of cot- 
ton is one of the most hurtful faults 
of cotton cultivation. It is just as 
important that each plant shall be in 
its place as it is that a line of battle 
shall have few or no empty spaces be- 
tween the men who do the firing. 

You have often heard men say, “Oh, 
well, a half stand is better than a full 
stand of cotton,” but it will be a frees- 
ing day in July when you find a 
farmer deliberately trying to get only 
a half stand. 

The importance of securing and 
maintaining as nearly a perfect stand 
of cotton as possible is the real rea- 
son for the practice—originated by me 
—of applying a little nitrate of soda 
in the furrow with the seeq at plant- 
ing time, or scattered along immedi- 
ately over the just covered seed. The 
effect is to produce strong, vigorous, 
“long-legged” plants, that will not be 
so easily covered up by a careless
